SLATON DENIES 
SENATE REPOR 


Governor Says ‘Statement He 
Would Be in the Race Next 
Year Is Unauthorized by 
Him. 


The attention of Governor John M. 
Slaton was called yesterday to the 
published statement that he would 
be a candidate for the United States 
senate next year, to which he re- 
plied: 

“Any such statement is entirely un- 
authorized by me. I have never men- 
tioned the matter to a human being 
nor have I thought of it. My whole 
time, energy and attention is now be- 
ing directed to the saving of the 
good name of the state in the matter 
of its finances. 

“Beyond that I have no definite pur- 
pose other than to give the state the 
best there is in me during by term 
of service as its chief executive. I 
hope to have the support of all ele- 
ments to that end and so far I am 
glad to say that I am receiving such 
support, regardless of past political 
differences in Georgia. 

“The preservation of the honor of 
the state in the matter of its finances 
and the necessity for refunding its 
bonds on such terms as shall be cred- 
{table to the state are of supreme 
{mportance and any governor with 
a proper reeognition of his duty would 
consider these questions ag superior to 
any personal ambitions.”

NEGRO IS LYNCHED 
BY HOUSTON HOB 


Discovered While Robbing a 


Store at Dunbar, Black Had. 


Seriously Wounded J. F. 
Hammock With Shotgun. 


Macon, Ga, July 27.—After an all 
day's search for a negro burglar, who 
last midnight shot down J. F. Ham- 
mock, a mer@hant of Dunbar, 15 miles 
south of here, a posse tonight cap- 
tured the negro in a swamp at Wells- 
ton and after taking him back to 
Dunbar, strung him to @ pole in the 
heart of a negro séttlement and rid- 
dled his body with bullets. 


Mr. Hammock was brought to this 
city and lies in a eritical condition 
at the Willlams sanitarium, suffer- 
ing from gun shot wounds in his 
wrist and breast. 

Mr. Hammock heard a noise in his 
store Saturday at midnight and leav- 
ing his house, nearby, investigated. He 
Saw a man working Inside and com- 
manded him to come out. 

The negro loaded a shotgun inside 
the store and came forth, shooting 
two charges into the body of Mr. 
Hammock. The merchant fell to the 
gSround. He recognized the negro. 

Persons rushing to the scene at- 
tracted by the shooting, were given 
a description of the burglar and start- 
ed at once on the hunt. The posse

Legal Representatives Take

Preparation for Struggle 
That Begins Today. 


After weeks of preparation by some 
of the most skilled legal minds in the 
state and after every point in the 
affair that has been made public has 
been discussed and threshed out by 
thousands of citizens, the case of the 
state v. Leo M. Frank, charged with 
the murder of little Mary Phagan, will 
be called at 9 o'clock today. 

Event after event has followed in 
rapid succession since the morning of 
April 27, when Atlanta arose to wend

finding by police of the little girl's 


dead body in the basement of the 
National Pencil company, on South 
Forsyth street. Newt Lee, the negro 


night watchman, who called the police, 
was arrested, and js still held.

Gantt and Arthur Mullinax, two white 
employees, were Ahen arrested, and 
afterwards freed. Then the young fac- 
tory superintendent was taken into 
custody.

Then came the arrest of James Con- 
ley, negro sweeper, who stayed in jail 
apparently unheeded until he burst 
forth with his sensational affidavits 
against the superintendent.

Should Frank leave the tower for 
the first time since May 8 and appear 
ready for trial in court today when 

is case {s called, it is expected that 
the task that will take up the greater 
Part of the day will be the selection 
of a jury. 

Concentrate on Jury. 

To a proper selection of the jury 
lawyers on both sides have strained 
every effort since Thursday, when the 
panels containing 144 names were 
drawn. Every bit of history and 
every point that could be gathered 
about the men on the venire list has 
been learned. 

The state has called in assistants for 
this, and has been assisted by several 
experts. The defense has been at the 
same thing. 

Among Atlanta attorneys who have 
discussed the matter !t has been sug- 
gested that It might be impossible to 
secure a jury in this county, as so 
many men either oppose capital pun- 
!shment, or have formed a conclusion 
already in regard to the crime. It {sg 
known’ that both the lawyers for the 
defense and for the state believe that 
they will have little trouble in this 
regard, and that the jury will be pick- 
ed in about a day. 

Either side might, upén sufficient 
showing, secure a change of venue, 
which would allow the case to be 
tried {n another county, where it would 
be easier to get jurors who have not 
formed an opinion previously. 

Atlantans who have been kept guess- 
ing since the investigation - started 
will see unfolded {n the next week or 
80, if the case is tried, the importance 
of the various affidavits and of the 
testimony of the witnesses, many of 
whom are sald to conflict. 

What importance will be given to 
the Mincey affidavit which, !f believed, 
would totally destroy the case against 
Frank and would name Conley as the 
murderer, is a matter that will soon 
be known. At present, while it is 
known that the defense has this arff- 
davit, it fs not known how strongly 
they depend upon it. 

Investigating Mincey. 

That the state will make a Hercu- 
lean effort to break it down and to 
prove that Mincey is not to be be- 
lieved, should the affidavit be brought 
up, is already known, and it jg said 
that Solicitor Hugh M. Dorsey has 
spent much time in investigating w, 
H. Mincey’s life and history with this 
end in view. = 

The question of Conley's affidavit 
and the weight and importance to be 
attached to it will also be taken up. 
Should that be believed the state would 
have as complete @ case against Frank 
as it would have none should the 
Mincey affidavit -be accepted by the 
jurors. 

A thousand other points are expectej 
to come up, and it Is freely predicted 
that both sides’ will introduce wit- 
nesses and evidence which has hitherto 
remained a complete secret and o5f 
which the public and the other side 
will have no inkling until its actual 
introduction. 

“Nothing new,” was the comment of 
both sides Sunday afternoon. Attor-

That honesty is ‘the first lesson 
which a state should teach her chil- 
dren and that she cannot teach this 
lesson successfully without first ob- 
serving it herself, is the text of an 
able and courageous statement which 
Governor John M. Slaton gave to The 
Constitution yesterday. 

In language that should be clear to 
all the governor declares that tax re- 
form does not mean an increase of tax 
burdens. It only means that the bur- 
dens shall be distributed equally so 
that each shall bear his just share. 
The only people who can have a fear 
of tax equalization are those who are 
shirking their share of the burdens 
under the present system. 

Invisible Property. 

Stress {is laid upon the importance 
of getting at the invisible property 
and putting on the tax books thaat 
which does not appear now. 

Above all the governor urges that 
the legislature take care that suffi- 
cient revenue is provided to meet the 
appropriations made. He regards it 
as almost incredible that the legisla- 
ture should instruct the governor to 
sign warrants for money which has 
not been provided, particularly in view 
of the fact that the state will have to 
place her bonds on the market next 
year. 

-The text of the governor's strong 
statement is as follows: 

Governor's Statement. 

Judge John C. Hart, former attorney 
general, was a member of the state 
board of education. When the choice 
of text books came before that body 
Judge Hart said that he had only one 
suggestion # make as to the books, 
which was that “the children in the 
first year should be taught ‘Thou shalt 
not lie;’ the children in the second 
year should be taught ‘Thou shalt not 
steal;’ in the third year they should 
be required to review the lessons 
of the two preceding years.” 

Liberally interpreted this means 
that the character of the children was 
to be put above the attainment of 
knowledge. 

I agree with the spirit of this state- 
ment of the distinguished ex-attorney 
general in that the primary respons!- 
bility is upon the state to set an ex- 
ample to Its citizens of faithful ful- 
fillment of obligation and compliance 
with its contracts. It would be bet- 
ter Yor the children of Georgia to 
learn this lesson and be ignorant, 
rather than to learn all of the con- 
tents of the books without it. 


Tt is incredible that the legisla- 
ture will instruce the governor to sign 
warrants. for money which hag not 
been provided. 

When Georgia comes to sell her 
bonds she must, like every business 
man, make a statement and it will 
not appear well if she admits that 
She has appropriated in excess of her 
revenue and {s continuing to do so, 
and that she has declined to make 
Provision-for meeting her obligations. 

The appropriate legislative commit- 
tee has favorably .reported hills 
for an inheritance tax, for an increase 
occupation tax of corporations and 
for the equalization of taxes, both 
on visible property and on invisible

His physicians believe he will recover.

Will Deal Fairly With All. 

Those who fear that tax reform 
will augment their tax burdens 
should bear In mind that it will aug- 
ment those only of the people who 
are bearing less than their shara, 
and will inevitably trend to lighten 
the burdens of those—who constitute 
the bulk of our. citizenship—who have 
been dealing fairly with the state. : 

The reform will aim first at plac- 
ing on the tax books the large amount 
of property not returned. The bulk 
of such property comes within the 
classification known as invisible. 

There may be excuse for the citizen 
who pays taxes on his realty at a too 
low valuation; In his favor it can be 
said that -the property in question 
bears some of the burden. There 's 
no excuse for the citizeh who refuses 
to return property of an invisible na- 
ture, which enjoys, as much as does 
farm lands and city lots, the protec- 
tion of government; in his case the 
Property bears none of the burden. 

The people of Georgia are essential- 

ly a good people, who favor the limit 
of expenditures to income, and where 
they desire money to™be expended 
they are willing to pay it—each citi- 
zen assuming his Proportionate bur- 
den. } 
The legislators are good men repre- 
semting Georgia constituency and they 
will meet the responsibility in a way 
that will especially renew confidence 
in the virtue and efficiency of repre- 
sentative government. 

They, I am sure, will set a stand- 
ard of moral rectitude for the state, 
and -will be as Ilberal in making ap- 
propriations as strict adlerence to 
that standard will permit.

ESCAPED CONVICT , 
SENDS BACK HOUND 
WHICH TRAILED HIM 


Athens, Ga. July 27.—(Special.)— 
Will Barrett, a white man serving a 
five-year sentence for cutting a horse 
trader -in this city some time ago, yes- 
terday sent back to the county. convict 
camp a bloodhound which had been 
used in tracking him. Barrett did not 
“come back” with the dog. 

Barrett escaped séveral nights ago. 
The hounds were sent out on the trail 
but-all of them abandoned it save one 
lithe -young dog, which pursued the 
faint track beyond the following 
guards. A brother-in-law of Barrett 
brought the hound back to the camp

Dixon was there with a bottle of chlo- 
roform, ready to chloroform and kid- 
nap him. 

It {8 sald the negro then bought 
drinks for the soldiers who were to 
make the arrest. % 

Target of Many Bullets. 

When the Mexican soldiers had ap- 
Prehended Dixon, they marched him 
to the suburbs of the city instead of 
to the military barracks or city hall. 
This, according to Dixon's statement, 
reiterated tonight, led him to suspect 
that he was going to be executed. 

As a matter of self-preservation, he 
declared, he fled and became the tar- 
get of many bullets, only one of which 
took effect, striking him in the back 
and penetrating his body. Another 
bullet struck his shoe. ; 

Wounded, he was taken to the Juarez 
hospital by his captors, and there, un- 
der a military guard of three soldiers, 
he was kept from Saturday afternoon 
until late today, when he was removed 
to El Paso. The Mexicans refused even 
to allow the blood-soaked clothing to 
be removed, although they did permit 
Dr. Tappan, of the immigration office, 
to cut the clothing and treat the 
wound Saturday afternoon.

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Loss of the Hu Kow Forts a 
Serious Blow: — American 
Marines Guard Foreign 
Settlement at Shanghai. 


Pekin, Jn)y 22.—The capture of the 
Hu Kow forts by a joint land and 
naval attack Friday night, is regarded 
as the most important news which 
reached Pekin today from the scene 
of the rebellion in the south. In the 
capture of forts the rebels lost their 
hold on the Yang-Tse river In Kiang- 
Si province, and the river now }s clear 
for the northerners to Nanking, where 
the forts held by rebels prevent the 
fleet passing. 

The southern troops on the Tien 
Tsin Pukow line are retiring south- 
evidently fear- 
ing that General Hau, at the juncture 
of the grand canal and the Yang-Tse 
will participate with the northern 
forces and cut their communications. 
Hsu's command has been regarded as 
practically an outlaw band, but bote 
sides are now willing to accept his 
assistance. It is thought the decisive 
combat of the rebellion may be fought 
at Nanking. 

Disarming the Rebels. 

Shanghai, July 27.—In accordance 
with a proclamation issued Sunday, the 
municipal police, reinforced by a strong 
body of Shanghai volunteers, went to- 
day to the rebe} headquarters st 
Chapel, immediately north of the for- 
eign settlement boundary, where they 
disarmed 300 soldiers and twelve offi- 
cers, and took six 83-inch guns. 

There was no actual resistance on 
the part of the rebels, but for a brief 
period a conflict seemed imminent. 
The rebels, nowever, were overawed 
by the firm attitude of the municipal 
police. 

Detachments of American, Britisn 
Japanese, French and Itallan  blue- 
jackets are patrolling the settlement 
and the Chapei boundaries. 

The rebels Saturday morning cap- 
tured the Lienching, a Chinese admir- 
alty yacht, which, it is believed. was 
bringing dispatches to Shanghai. 

The departure of transports from 
Che Foo points to the probability of a 
battle at the Wu Sung arsenal. 

During the last thirty hours all has 
been quiet, and the northern soldiers 
have been employing leisurely time in 
constructing wire entanglements on 
the roads. 

Wu Ting Fang, former Chinese min- 
{ster to the United States, ts actively 
engaged in negotiations for peace, bit 
the northern generals are not empow- 
ered to treat with him, as Shanghal 
forms only an item in the general re- 
volt. Thus far, however, the negotla- 
tions have been successful, as the 


| northerners have resolved to fight only 


{f they are attacked. 

Owing to the escape of all prisoners 
from the city jail, lawlessness in the 
native districts, surrounding | the 
foreign settlements is increasing. There 
have been several cases of incendiar- 
fam for the purpose of plunder. 

The Chinese are loud in their de- 
nunciation of the Japanese whose as- 
sistance is held to have been mainly 
responsible fur the success of the re- 
volt. There are wild rumors in cir- 
culation that concessions have been 
promised Japan by the rebels and it 
seems undeniable that some material 
assistance in the way of money and 
military instructors has been lent the 
rebels in unofficial: Japanese quarters. 
The Japanese governments’ attitude, 
however, seems most correct and it is 
doing its utmost to remove all 
grevunds for reports that it expects 
to benefit through the success of 
the rebels. 

Philanthropists have organized ef- 
ficient relief measures and fugitives 
will be given free food and shelter. 

Armistice Is Rumored. 

London, July 27.—A dispatch to a 
news agency from Shanghai says for- 
eign naval detachments have disarmed 
the Shanghai rebels, and that Chinese 
bluejackets are patrolling the borders 
to prevent looting. 

According to a dispatch 
Dally Telegraph from 
dated midnight Sunday, 
stice has been announced to per- 
mit negotiations between leaders of 
the rebels and government forces. The 
correspondent says there was no fight- 
ing Saturday or Sunday, and that the 
southerners are leaving Shanghai dis 
heartened. 

"It is now generally admitted,” says 
The Daily Telegraph's Pekin cor- 
respondent ‘tha the situation cannot 
be solved by force of arms. Pekin 
already hds dispatched all her possible 
and unless Mongolia and Man- 
churla are abandoned. further rein. 
forcements are impossible. Three 
northern troop ships, escorted hy two 
gunboats, are due any moment at 
Shanghai with reinforcements for the 
arsenal.” 

Admiral Nicholson's Course Approved. 

Washington, Juty 27.—Officials here 
approve the course of Rear Admiral 
Nicholson, commander of the Asiatic 
fleet. who refused to send a guard of 
marines to Ku-Ling, the central China 
summer resort, where Americans had 
become apprehensive because of the 
disorders in China. Admiral Nicholson 
has reported to the navy department 
that he acted after consulting with 
British, German and French command- 
ers, all of whom advised him against 
furnishing the guard. 

The request for marines was made 
by Charge Williams, of the American 
leagtion at Pekin. In transmitting 
the request to Admiral Nicholson, Act- 
ing Secretary Roosevelt authorized 
the commander of the American squad- 
son to use his discretion in the mat- 
ter. As Ku-Ling js on elevated ground 
it is sald not to be in immediate dan- 
ger except from stragglers. The gun- 
boat Helena, the American vessel near- 
est Ku-Ling. is at Kiu-Kiang. in the 
Yang-Tse river, and officials here point 
out that if Admiral Nicholson sent 
any of her small complement of ma- 
rines to Ku-Ling, the vessel might be- 
come an easy prey of the warring fac 
tions. 

At the navy department it was said 
today that Admiral Nicholson had done 
his full duty in offering an escort to 
any Americans who might wish to 
leave Ku-Ling. -

BOOKKEEPING FOR LIVES. 


In the bill now pending and providing 
for a state bureau of vital statistics the leg- 
islature has the opportunity to place Georgia 
on the right side as against death and dis- 
ease and economic inefficiency. It is impos- 
sible to combat disease and death, unless 
we get to first causes. It is impossible to 
get to first causes unless we have an accu- 
rate roster of deaths and fatal diseases. 
That is on one side. On the other is the 
almost equally important matter of a regis- 
tration of births. In one respect only, that 
dealing with litigation over property, the 
proper registration of births is all-impor- 


tant. In another, that of vouching for the 
fundamental matter of legitimacy, it is 
urgent. 


Georgia has now no system of vital sta- 
tistics. We have not been keeping books 
with reference to life and decth. Only one 
or two cities have done so, and they with 
incompleteness. The federal government 
does not include in its census and other re- 
ports any reference to the health possibili- - 
ties of those states that do not maintain a 
scientific system of vital statistics. What 
Georgia loses in this lack of advartising, and 
in the libeling which its absence makes pos- 
sible; is seen at a glance 

An appropriation of $5,000 only is asked.

reau is delayed the more expensive and 
complicated may grow the consequences. 


MAJORITY JURY VERDICTS. 


Contrary to most of the legal innovations 


proposed in this restless age, the majority 
jury verdict law about to be tested by Min- 
nesota is characterized by —. least theoretic 
merit. Civil cases only are to be subject to 
the new order. Whére juries, after a full 
twelve hours’ deliberation, appear to be in 
hopeless disagreement five-sixths of their 
number have the right to bring in a verdict. 
With a jury of twelve men this would mean 
that a verdict might be sendered by ten 
jurors. One of the prime intentions of the 
law is 9 remove the danger of “Jury-fixing.” 
so often charged where juries are persist- 
ently “hung.” We doubt if the fixing of 
juries is so prevalent as the domination of 
juries by one or two obstinate and strong- 
willed members. Men of the latter type are 
troublesome everywhere. Their possibilities 
for mischief and time-killing, even fora mis- 
carriage of justice, are vastly enhanced un- 
der the old unanimous verdict jury system. 

There is no reason why the Minnesota 
plan should not prove a sound one. In its 
favor is pointed out the fact that courts 
hand down decisions establishing prece- 
dents for many cases by dissenting ver- 
dicts. Why not in cases affecting 
one cause? we 
should like to see even criminal cases of 
lesser nature tried upon the majority ver- 
dict plan. If juries can be “fixed” in civil 
casés, to the damage of litigants or society 
where measured in dollars, they can also be 
“fixed in criminal cases, to the equal or 
greater detriment of society in outlaws 
turned loose or let off with a sentence far 
below their deserts and acting as a farce 
so far as deterrent influence is concerned. 

Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence is, of course, 
framed with the intention of scrupulously 
safeguarding the rights of the accused crim- 
inal as well as the property owner. Under 
the abuse of technicality that has grown 
up in this country, the weakness here and 
there of courts and the misapplication of 
the pardoning power the handicap against 
society has grown to abnormal proportions. 
That handicap is still further accentuated 
by the possibility that a righteous convic- 
tion may be prevented by one corrupt or 
one stubborn juror. In the practice of jus- 
tice we have one of the very few remaining 
instances where the rule of absolute una- 
nimity obtains in a republica. government. 
Is it not possible that an abrogation or at 
least an amendment of that rule may not 
be of material advantage”? The experiment 
is at least worth trying. If it works a hard- 
ship in anv direction the people may be 
depended upon very quickly to demand a 
change.

Dealing in Futures. 


Editor Constitution: The Times-Demo- 
crat gives complete details to objections by 
our W. B. Thompson concerning the Clarke 
amendment tax and its application that

Till the end of the year there is com- 
paratively little attempt made to notify the 
public what packages are held in the dead 
letter office. 


Why should that lack of publicity con-s 
tinue? The lst of such packages undeliv- 
ered should be published in the newspapers, 
once a month at least, if not oftener. With 
such information the senders could recover 
or the consignee. receive thousands of dol- 
lars worth of property which now is sold 
for a song to people who make a business 
of dealing in such articles, If the govern- 
ment cannot afford to pay some paper in 


each state for publishing such lists, the 
small cost might be collected from the 
owner of each package delivered or re- 
turned.

Growing Roses for Profit. 


(From an Exchange.) 

Roses, though generally admired as the 
most beautiful flower, are not universally 
recognized as the profitable article of com- 
merce that they really are. 

Trade roses are grown in various parts 
of Europe, but chiefly at Grasse, in 
France, and Kasanilk, in Bulgarta, where 
great stretches of rose gardens provide the 
chief supply of roses for the markets of 
the world. The highly cultivated roses are 
useless for commercial purposes, and both 
at Grasse and Kasanlik it is the cabbage 
rose that is chiefly grown—"“the rose of a 
hundred petals,” as they call it in southern 
France. 

The Grasse roses are used chiefly tor 
pomades, soaps, rose water and such com- 
modities, and the demand made by. the manu- 
facturers of such on the rose growers of 
Grasse can be partly gauged from the fact 
that. more than 2,500,000 pounds of roses 
are-annually gathered in the district. -

in Italy. The Camorra was active in the 
Service of the Bourbon kings of the two 
Sicilies, as spies and informers, and through 
its efforts hundreds of innocent people were 
done to death on the charge of conspiring 
against the government. 

In 1900 the Italian government made an 
effort to exterminate the a@rganization, but 
under the dignified name of the Honorable 
Reform Society it was reorganized and be- 
came more powerful than ever befare. 

The Mafia, on the other hand, does not 
seem to have existed prior to 1860. It was 
originally a patriotic society, founded prob- 
ably on the mode} of the Camorra and with 
a view to combat that Society with its 
own weapons of secrecy and terror. But it 
quickly seems to have degenerated into a 
brigade of cut-throats and assassins. Today 
it is practically indfstinguishable from the 
Camorra, with which it is believed to bp 
either amalgamated or united by close ties. 

The Camorra operates in Naples, south- 
ern Italy and eastern Sicily, while the Mafia 
flourishes in western Sicily and its head- 
quarters are in the city of Palermo. In the

Effort Will Be Made to Operate 
Copper Mines Under Mil- 
itary Guard. 


Calumet, Mich.. July 27.—Whistles 
wfll blow and call back to the copper 
mines those employees of the com- 
panies who are willing to work tomor- 
row morning, if the operators carry 
out the wishes of the state military 
authorjties in control of the strike 
zone. Decision to attempt a general 
resumption of work was reached at 
a conference between company repré- 
sentatives, Sheriff Daniel Crune and 
General P. L. Abbey today, the offi- 
clals pointing out to the operators 
that with the entire organized militia 
of Michigan guarding the Houghton 
company mines, their requests for pro- 
tection had been complied with and 
that the state could not afford to have 
the companies play a waiting game in 
an attempt to “starve cut’ the union 
men. 

While this conference was in ses- 
sion the union leaders were addressing 
a mass meeting of several thousand 
men, women and children in a skat- 
ing rink in Laurium, urging the men 
to stand fast. The meeting adopted 
a protest against the presence of 
troops, In a communication addressed 
to Governor Ferris. This was car- 
ried to Lansing tonight by C. E. Ma- 
hondy, vice president of the Western 
Federation of Mtmers. 

Sunday was a day of demonstrations 
by the military as well as the unions. 
While the strikers and their families 
were marching through the streets, 
a battalion of Infantry under Major 
Kramer was sent through Laurium. 
Thousands of spectators watched the 
rival parades, but the crowds were 
apathetla 

Speeches in five languages were 
made at the meeting, the chief ad- 
dress coming from Guy R. Miller, a 
Colorado member cf the executive 
board of the federation. Miller plead- 
ed for “industrial justice,” asserting 
that the companies had violated fun- 
damental ethics in refusing a confer- 
ence with representatives of their em- 
Ployees and criticising indirectly the 
action of Governor Ferris in, sending 
troops Into the country.

gen. But the hydrogen gas is not It- 
self a plant food, except is one of the 
component parts of water, which is 
composed of hydrogen and oxygen, 
the latter being also a gas. 

80, then, when we Say that there 
ig so much ammonia in stable manure, 
Or in a fertilizer, .- ir the stalks and 
seeds of grain crops, we really mean 
nitrogen, for, as a matter of fact, very 
few fertilizers, or seeds, or plants that 
contain any ammonia at all, sulphate 
of ammonia being one of the few ex-

monia ig comLined with sulphuric acid. 

So, it is better to discard the use of 
the word ammonia altogether unless 
absolutely necessary to convey a par- 
ticular meaning. What fs the use 
Tepresenting cotton seed meal as con- 
taining 8&8 per cent of ammonia, or 
nitrate of soda as containing 18 per 
cent of ammonia. or blood 18 ner cent 
Of ammonia, when In fact neither of 
tnese articles contains a particle of 
#mmonia” Probably the c rrect an- 
swer would be that the nitrogen when 
Stated in terms of ammonia cuts a 
higher figure, Nitrate of soda carries 
18.50 per cent of nitroKen In organic 
form, which would idiie about one- 
fifth: more if converted into ammonia 
by the addition of the requisite amount 
of hydrogen. One-fifth alded to 15.50 
would make it 18.60. So “ammonia, 
18.60," is supposed to surike the farmer 
with more force than “nitrogen, 15.50." 

The same coOnparison appiles to all 
of the articles that conta.n nitrogen 
in organic form—cotton seed meal, 
Gried blood, fish scrap. If a farmer 
wishes to know how much nitrogen is 
contained in a guarantee of a given 
Percentage of ammonia, he has onliv 
to reduce the given percentage of am- 
monia bv one-sSixth—thus, {f It be cot- 
ton seed meal 7 per cent ammonia, 
divide the 7 per cent by 6. which ives 


11-6, and subtract the 11-6 from 7 
per cent, leaving 55-6 per cent tu 
represent the percentage of nitroger 


in what we would call a low-Sradce 
Cotton seed meal.

LICE ON COTTON (RED SPIDER?) 

J. M. Holtzciaw, Villanow, Ga.—I 
have six acres of grav. sandy land in 
cotton. [ have noticed for last three 
Or four days {it js covered with lice. 
The cotton is about thigh high. The 
land has been pastured for two years. 
Could you give me remedy for them 
and what Is the cause? I have been 
taking Dally Constitution for two 
years. 

Answer—lIt is rare to hear complaint 
of lice on cotton after the plants have 
Passed the chopping out stage. But it 
is a fact that the insects do sometimes 
attack cotton plants well advanced to- 
ward maturity, 

The fact is that they are nearly al- 


Ways to be found on growing cotton 
regardless of size of plants, but I have 
never heard of any material injury 
resulting. 


Very often they seem to appear all 
of a sudden and disappear almost as 


Suddenly as a result of a sudden 
change in the weather. There is no 
remedy that may be considered as 
practicable. Spraying the plants on 
the under side of the leaves with a 
decoction of tobacco stems, say ll, 
pounds steeped over night in 3 gal- 


lons of boiling water, or with extract 
of tohacco now sold by dealers in {n-

Answer—(1) I suspect that you have 
not been sufficiently careful to pro- 
tect the mule from exposure to cold 
winds and drafts, For the present give 
him one ounce_each of gentian, ginger 
and chloride of iron in a quert of oat 
meal gruel three tfmea a day. Give 
small quantities of choice food often, 
as it will often eat fresh hay or oats 
when {it would refuse that which was 
left in {ts manger. 

(2) I am not familar with the 


chigoe, as it is not found this far 
north, but I have heard that either of 
the following remedies is effective: 
Mix thoroughly one teaspoonful of 
spirits of turpentine and the yellow 
of one egg and rub on the chicks'| 
heads, or a mixture of one part of 
oll of aniseed and ten parts of sweet 
oll, to be washed off six hours later, 
or rub on the heads a little carbolic 
ointment. Litter the fowl house floor 
and yard with pine shavings or fresh 
pine sawdust and scald the roosts 
with boiling water and afterwards 
Paint with spirits turpentine.
